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After examining various historical documents, 
I find thatthe present Emperor of France was 
born on the 20th of April, 1808, at one o’clock 
m the morning, In proof ot the above state- 
ment, I will give two extracts, one from the 
French, and one from an American guthar. . 

Translation from the Oficial Maniter of the 
21st of April, 1808. i 

# Paris 20th April, 1808. This day, Wednes- 
day, 20th April, H. M. the Queen of Holland 
was happily confined of a Prince, at one a’clack 
jn the morning.” 

In The Public and Private Huar of Napa- 
Jeon Third, Emperor of the French. By Samuel 
M. Smucker. Page 22, is the-follewing :— 

** Charles Louis Napoleon Bonaparte was born 
at Paris on the 20th of April, 1808. The infant 
prince first saw the light at one o'clock,” 

Therefore, I shall take the above for the au- 
thentisated tinie of birth, af the present Em- 

ror of France, which would cause him to be 
Porn umder the planet Saturn, asthe ath degree 
of the siga Capricorn was rising on the eastern

and smooth tongue, and they would gause his 
mind to be active, quick at perception, ingenious, 
lively, and persevering. He will be fond of mu- 
sic, poetry, paintings, &c.; and the above as- 
pects will likewise give him boldness, self-con- 
Sdence, and some times great rashness. ‘Whe 
Sun and Mars in good aspect to the Moon in 
the ascendant, will canso him to be fond of de- 


leading great armies to battle, &, But the 
planet Herschel near the cusp of the tenth house, 
in oppesition to the Sun, and Mars, will show 
that he will not always be successful in his en- 
nts. The planet Saturn being in the tenth. 
ousa, afflicting the Maon by a square aspect 
in the ascendant, will cause him to be suspicious, 
envious, willfyl, and some times obstinate; and 
the ghoye aspect will indicate that he will at 
times, adopt means that are nat altogether hom- 
est and right, to gain his ends, But observe! 
there is one remarkable aspect in Louis Napo- 
leon’s Nativity, and it is of the same nature 
that his uncle Napoleon Bonaparte had in hia, 
I alude to the eviit lanet Saturn e m 
the tenth house, (fhe hause of hanor,) and J 
venture to predict, that like his uncle, this pre- 
sent Emperor's fall will beas remarkable as hie 
rise. Some willfulness, rashness, or dishanest 
and badly conducted schemes, will he the cause 
of his COMPLETE AND FINAL OYERTHROW. 

The Moon first makes an aspect of Mara, 
therefore, his wife is denated by that panet 
which will describe ẹ rather tall person, slender 
made, fair skin, brown hair, and.a handsome 
and fine looking waman, but of a high spirit, 
and quick temper; and the aspegt being a good 
one, will show that Louis Napoleon and wife, 
will generally liye together jn a happy mannee, 

The Emperor having g barren sign on the 
ae of the fifth house, (the houge of children, ) 
and Saturn in the tenth house, will show that 
they will only have q smal] family, and like his 
uncle, I do not think that he will have 4 child 
to graw up fq sit on the throne of France. 

e aspects that point his early misfortunes, 
is Saturn in the tenth house, ip square to the 
Moon rising, and Herschel near. the tenth, in 
opposition to Mars, and the Sun. ‘The aspects 
which indigate his rise, is Jupiter ip his owa 
house, in the second house, (the house Qf mone 
affyirs, &c.) and in good aspect to Hersch 
and the Sun, and Mara. f 

J have not room ta trace the differant aspecta 
thropgh life, in the above Nativity, therefore, . 
I shall only notice a few for the present time, 
and for a few years tg come. 

In April and May the Emperor had tha war- 
like planet Mars transiting over his ascendant, 
and over the Moans’ place, and in evil aspect to 
Saturn’s and Hersçhel's places, which caused 
him to undertake the rash step of invading Me» 
ico gn his own account, and if he does not mind 
it will lead him into serious difficulties; as the 
same evil planet will be transiting over Venus’, 
Mercury’s Sun’s, and his own places, this next 
winter and spring, which aspects will cause him 
to be very active in warlike movements, and J 
am afraid tat he wel honi mischief to this 
country. He has severa aspects ti 
in his Nativity this Seat Aigas, M insbe 
and October, which will cause things to go on fy 


pplsy, and in showing off, in such as parades, -a flourishing manner wigh him in those noythe, 
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sou ‘he will be very popular. But during this 
Rext winter and spring, he will not be eo sue- 
cessful. After that time he will be prosperous 
until the fall of 1864, when ke will have another 
evil time. Should he not meet with his down- 
fal before January, 1867, he will eitherbe de- 
fihrened, die, or be assassinated near that time,

Fer the Summer Quarter ef 1869, 
Wow in the heavens behold a Sign, 
Saturn, Mars and Herschel join.

The Summer solstice of this year, occurs 
at Oh.

Jupiter, 
aad Saturn are in the twelveth house, in op- 
position to Mars in the sixth, and in square 
to Herschel in the ninth; the Sun is near 
phe cusp of the tenth house, in sextile to the

Moon in the eighth, Venus is lady ot tho 
scheme, and is in her own house, in the 
eighth, in sextile to Mars in the sixth, and to 
Merenry in the tenth, and in trine to Saturn, 
and Jupiter, i 

The above aspects are very eonflicting, 
and it is rather difficult to arrive at a true 
judgement from them. The war-like planet 
Mars so much afflicted in the sixth house, 
(a house of sickness,) and being lord ot 
the eighth, (the house of death,) will show 
that sickness and death caused by the war, 
will be very prevalent among the soldiers, 
in both the Northern, and, Southern armies, 
amd that widows and orphans will be uncom- 
mon plentifyl. It will likewise show that 
our Navy will not be so suecessful as it has 
been, but that there will be many accidents, 
and loss of life, by storms, &c., both to the 
navy and other vessels, 

During this summer there will be some 
attempts made, to haye this war brought to 
a close by diplomacy, or by intervention, 
perhaps by Ragland asd France. But there 
is no real hopes of them finely succeeding, 
but much danger of them making matters 
worse. But, perhaps, it may cause a cessation 
of hostilities for a short time. 

Mars enters the sign Aries, the rulin 
sign of England, on the 6th of July, and 
continyes there until the middle of January, 
1863. We have witnessed lately the power 
of this firey planet in Capricorn, the ruling 
sign of India, which he entered on the 22d 
of March, and left only on the 29th of Sep- 
tember, 1860. He scorched the very ground, 
and reduced millions of mankind to the mis- 
ery of famine. I do not think that there will 
be so much danger of famine in England, 
although thers may be part, as there will be 
of large meetings, riots, and much excite- 
ment, and discusion on the American affairs, 
The spirit of Christianity appears to be total- 
ly perverted; much dissatisfaction exists a- 
mong all classes, and the people are deter- 
mined either to have rebelion at home, or war 
‘abroad ; let us hope that it will not be with 
this Country. But I fear that if the intend- 
ed intervention do not succeed, that England 
will be for acknowledging the Southern Con- 
federacy, and that there will be much danger 
of war bing declared between the United 
States, and gome of the European Nations, 
before January, 1863.

Trade and business of all kinds are at 
their lowest ebb, and every body,appear to be pan- 
ic-struck, and are neglectful in their own affairs, 
in noticing what takes place in Europe, and how 
the foreign Nations are-going to act in regard to 
this Country. Let us hope that war will not be 
declared ‘between this, and any other Nation; 
bet things appear to be drifting in that ditection. 
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Japiter having entered Libra, will cause the 
Southern Confedetacy as-it-were to spring inty 
life again. They will acquire many. new friends, 
atid possibly there government will be acknow 
lbdged by some foreign nation, or nations.
